2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-91 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The specification discloses that the device and method are for therapy on a body for 
treating sensitivities to various elements, however the specification fails to specify exactly what 
ailments or problems the body is being treated for or how application of the device to stimulate 
responses that correspond to the actual response to the product would treat the body. If the body 
has a sensitivity to the product, then a signal applied to the body would merely produce the same 
sensitivity, making it unclear what therapy is being provided. 

Applicant is reminded that no new matter may be added. 

4. Further applicant claims computer software for operating the device and method. It 
appears that a copy of the computer programs are a necessary part of the invention and should be 
part of the specification.
